The best indication of that determin­ 
ation was the dispatch from Manila of 
the First regim ent of Tennessee volun­ 
teer infantry for Iloilo. 
So long as the 
m a-siug of insurgents around Manila 
appeared to convey a serious threat 
against its safety General Otis felt 
bound not to weaken his forces by send­ 
ing any additional troops to Hollo, but 
now that he has the insurgents dem or­ 
alized ho can proceed to carry out his 
plan for the occupation of the principal 
city in the Philippine group next to 
Manila. 
This m ovem ent m ight have 
been made some tim e ago, but for the 
necessity the com m anding general was 
under of w ithdraw ing the Fifty-first 
Iow a regim ent from before Hollo. 
These troops had been on their trans­ 
ports so long that they were really unfit 
for active service until they had had an 
opportunity of stretching them selves 
ashore for a few days. 
The last tim e 
they had been ashore w as at Honolulu 
enroute from San Francisco for Mauila. 
From Honolulu they w ent to Manila 
harbor, 
but wore not landed, being 
turned about at one*’ and sent to Hollo 
harbor. 
There the insurgents sent out 
word that they would not be allowed to 
land and ever since, until about a week 
ago, the men 
had been lying aboard 
ship in sight of laud and thoroughly 
weary of the ship. 
N ow , howevej. 
they are once again on shore at Manila. 
General Miller has with him the 
Eighteenth infantry and Battery G of 
the Sixth artillery, and these will be 
reinforced in the course of 24 hours by 
the First Tennessee regim ent, m aking 
r force quite equal to the occupation of 
Hollo.

Sin acts in the same capacitv as the 
president, while Pooh Sot is like a gov­ 
ernor, presiding over smaller provinces 
The royal fam ily only has access to his 
highness, while the small frv must be 
content to lay their troubles before Pooh 
Sot. 
The heathen Chinese make fun of 
the Christian religion and they say yon 
Americans are no good. 
A few of us, 
however, have studied your religion 
and have changed our minds, so today, 
instead of worshiping idols we start the 
new year by worshiping God, the only 
true Deity,” said John. 
“ When we wish each other a happy 
new year in the native tongue we say, 
'Gong He Pot Toy.' ”
